RESOLUTION  PASSED  BY  CANADIAN  JEWISH 
CONGRESS  ON  SEPTEMBER  13,  1981 

WHEREAS,  the  rate  of  Jewish  emigration  from  the 
Soviet  Union  has  been  dropping  systematically  since  the 
beginning  of  1980,  coincident  with  a drastic  rise  in 
percentage  of  “dropouts”  (Noshrim); 

WHEREAS,  the  Jewish  Agency  is  convinced  that  the 
dropout  phenomenon  threatens  to  destroy  the  emigra- 
tion movement; 

WHEREAS,  the  Jewish  Agency  has  decided  for 
Soviet  Jews  arriving  in  Vienna  — 

a)  Those  who  choose  to  go  to  Israel  will  be  taken  there 
immediately 

b)  Those  with  first  degree  relatives  in  Western  coun- 
tries will  be  referred  by  the  Jewish  Agency  to  HIAS  and 
assisted  to  reach  Western  countries 

c)  Those  who  do  not  meet  either  category  will  not  be 
referred  to  HIAS  and  will  be  on  their  own. 

WHEREAS,  the  policy  of  “assisted  passage”  for  all 
Soviet  Jews  to  any  destination  has  been  tried  to  date  and 
has  resulted  in  a continuous  drop  in  emigration  figures 
(e.g.  July  — 779,  August  — 430); 

WHEREAS,  Soviet  emigration  policies  regarding 
Soviet  Jews  presumes  repatriation  to  the  Israel 
homeland  and  is. the  Soviet  rationale  for  emigration; 

THEREFORE,  be  it  resolved  that  the  CJC  agrees  to 
support  the  initiative  of  the  Jewish  Agency  and  give  it  a 
fair  chance.

The  whole  world  revelled  in  the  news  of  the  Camp. David  Ac- 
cord, and  marvelled  as  the  triumvirate  of  great  world  leaders  — 
having  arbitrated  and  agreed,  niggled  and  negotiated  — stood 
before  television  cameras  and  affixed  their  signatures  to  the  first 
documents  of  a tentative  peace. 

It  was  a time  of  splendour  in  Middle  East  history,  and  the 
beginning  of  great  changes.

In  this  update,  I should  like 
to  give  you  a recent  analysis  of 
the  community  of  Or  Yehuda 
that  was  prepared  for  our 
committee  by  our  Israeli  ad- 
visor, Dr.  Amnon  Shinar.  It 
provides  a concise  overview  of 
the  social,  environmental  and 
economic  difficulties  facing 
the  city,  and  the  particular 
challenges  confronting  “our” 
target  area,  Shechuna  Bet. 

Background 

Or  Yehuda  is  an  urban  set- 
tlement within  the 
metropolitan  area  of  Tel  Aviv. 

It  has  a population  of  approx- 
imately 20,000  people,  in  com- 
parison to  the  metropolitan 
area’s  population  of  one 
million. 

In  1949,  groups  of  im- 
migrants came  from  Turkey 
and  N.  Africa  and  settled  in 
abandoned  Arab  houses  in  the 
area  of  what  is  now  Or 
Yehuda.  The  place  was  in  very 
poor  condition.  Tents  and  tin 
huts  were  constructed  to  ac- 
commodate the  newcomers. 
There  was  little  water,  no 
roads  and  due  to  the 
topographical  character  of  the 
area,  there  was  much 
flooding. 

The  government  intended  to 
disperse  the  residents 
throughout  other  settlements, 
and  there  was  no  effort  to  en- 
courage the  development  of 
Or  Yehuda.  The  plan  was  to 
replace  the  residential  area 
with  a reservoir,  main  roads 
and  other  national  utilities. 

Due  to  its  central  location, 
citizens  from  other  migrant 
camps  came  to  settle  in  Or 
Yehuda.  The  settlement  began 
to  grow,  and  in  1955,  the 
Ministry  of  the  Interior  ap- 
pointed a municipal  council  in 
Or  Yehuda.  The  settlement 
began  to  receive  services  such 
as  electricity,  roads,  public 
transportation,  etc.  The  first 
real  buildings  were  finally  con- 
structed. Houses  were  built 
with  the  good  intention  of  pro- 
viding sound  housing  for  the 
tent  and  hut  dwellers.  They 
built  houses,  ,but  they  did  not 
build  a town. 

The  government  was  con- 
cerned with  helping  the 
citizens  to  progress  and  to  im- 
prove their  living  conditions. 
The  citizens,  however,  were 
not  ready  to  accept  change, 
and ' valued  tent  living  and 
open  space.  This  caused  many 
social  problems,  in  addition  to 
the  physical  ones  already  in  ex- 
istence. 

For  many  years,  a process 
of  negative  selection  has  taken 
place  in  Or  Yehuda.  The  more 
socially  and  economically  fit 
people  left  Or  Yehuda  for 
other  parts  of  the  metro- 
politan region.  At  the 
same  time,  criminal  elements 
found  refuge  within  this 
neglected  town.  The  social 
problems  of  Or  Yehuda  today, 
are  to  a great  extent  a result  of 
this  negative  selection  process. 
Most  of  the  present  popula- 
tion is  at  a low  socio-economic 
level. 

The  municipality  made  an 
effort  to  reverse  Or  Yehuda’s 
negative  image  through  an  em- 
phasis on  the  quality  of  educa- 
tion. the  development  of

youth  clubs,  the  rehabilitation 
of  juvenile  delinquents  and  the 
dispersal  of  problemmatic 
families  in  the  outlying  areas 
of  the  community.  The  in- 
fluence of  these  efforts  has 
been  positive. 

Today  Or  Yehuda  is  a long 
narrow  settlement.  The 
neighborhoods  at  the  far  end 
of  this  banana-shaped  settle- 
ment are  closer  to  the  center  of 
neighboring  towns  than  to  the 
center  of  Or  Yehuda.  This 
situation  reinforces  the 
underdeveloped  condition  of 
Or  Yehuda’s  commercial 
center.  It  seems  that  a large 
part  of  the  population’s  con- 
sumer power  finds  it  way  to 
other  business  districts  within 
the  metropolitan  region. 

Or  ” Yehuda’s  position  as 
part  of  a large  metropolitan 
system  greatly  influences  its 
present  situation  and  its  future 
development: 

1)  Tel  Aviv’s  entire 
metropolitan  area  is  available 
to  the  workforce  of  Or 
Yehuda.  The  opportunities  for 
finding  work  are  more  varied 
than  they  would  be  if  Or 
Yehuda  were  an  isolated  town. 

2)  Or  Yehuda  is  close  to 
many  towns  and  cities  with 
middle  and  upper-class 
populations.  Therefore,  it  is 
relatively  easy  to  recruit  highly 
qualified  professionals  to  fill 
community  service  positions  in 
Or  Yehuda.  The  determining 
factor  is  that  of  funds  rather 
than  the  availability  of  profes- 
sionals. The  difficulty  of  fin- 
ding qualified  professionals 
does  not  exist  here,  as  in  other 
urban  renewal  neighborhoods. 

3)  There  is  little  physical 
distance  between  the  deprived 
town  of  Or  Yehuda  and  more 
successful  towns  such  as  Sa- 
vyon  and  Ramat  Gan.  This 
causes  the  people  of  Or 
Yehuda  to  be  more  sensitive  to 
the  poor  condition  of  their 
town. 

Community  of 
Or  Yehuda 

For  many  years,  the  majori- 
ty of  the  population  in  Or 
Yehuda  was  apathetic  towards 
the  problems  and  conditions 
of  their  town.  The  population 
consists  mainly  of  traditional 
people  that  went  through  the 
double  crisis  of  transferring 
from  an  old  country  to  a new 
country  and  from  a traditional 
eastern  culture  to  an  achieve- 
ment oriented  western  culture. 

This  cultural  crisis  often 
brought  about  the  disintegra- 
tion of  family  units  and  social 
ties.  Within  such  an  unstable 
social  situation,  criminal  sub- 
culture flourished. 

Recently,  however,  there 
have  been  signs  of  social 
changes.  People  of  Or 
Yehuda,  especially  the 
youngsters  are  concerned 
about  Improving  the  condition 
of  the  town. 


Shechunah  Bet 

Shechunah  Bet  is  char- 
acterized by  many 
physical  problems  in  housing, 
environmental  neglect,  and 
lack  of  development  of  yards 
and  open  space. 

Neighborhood  Bet  has  a 
nnnnlation  of  six  thousand 


people  living  in  sixteen  hun- 
dred housing  units.  The  pro- 
blem in  this  neighborhood, 
like  all  of  Or  Yehuda,  consists 
of  immigrants  from  Iraq, 
Libya,  and  Turkey.  In  this 
neighborhood,  there  is  also  a 
large  number  of  newcomers 
from  Georgia  (Russia). 

Neighborhood  Bet  is  totally 
lacking  in  social  cohesion. 
There  is  no  focal  point  for 
social  meetings  and  social  ac- 
tivities. Physical  planning  that 
provides  focal  points  for  social 
interactions  could  aid  in  en- 
couraging a community  spirit. 

In  April,  1980,  a pre- 
program for  Shechunah  Bet 
was  prepared  by  a team  from 
the  Settlement  Study  Center  in 
Rehovoth. 

Problems  in 
Or  Yehuda- 
Shechunah  Bet 
Social  Problems 

1)  Problematic  Families  — 
There  are  many  problems 
within  families  in  Shechunah 
Bet.  The  heads  of  family  often 
lack  the  ability  to  carry  out 
their  responsibilities  as  heads 
of  family.  Often  there  are  very 
poor  relationships  existing  bet- 
ween husbands  and  wives. 
There  is  a severe  lack  of  ac- 
tivities in  the  community  for 
adults  and  youth  which  fur- 
ther contributes  to  the  family 
problems. 

2)  Idle  Youth  — There  is  a 
severe  problem  in  Or  Yehuda 
concerning  the  activities  of  the 
youth.  Due,  partially  to  the 
lack  of  activities  for  them  in 
the  afternoons  and  evenings, 
there  is  a lot  of  vandalism 
within  the  community. 

3)  Health  — There  are  a 
number  of  health  problems 
within  the  community: 

A.  The  mortality  rate  is 
very  high  — 24  per  1000  babies 
die  at  birth. 

B.  The  fertility  rate  is  also 

high,  especially  among  the 
marginal  groups  within  which 
giving  birth  is  risky  (above  45 
years  of  age  and  under  19 
years  of  age).  Age  group  15-19 
— 63.59  births  per  1000;  Age 
group  45-49  — 12.08  births 
per  1000.  f 

C.  There  is  a lack  ot 
medical  specialists. 

D.  There  is  a high  incidence 
‘ of  improper  use  of  medica- 
tion, especially  among  young 
women. 

E.  There  is  a lack  of  dental 
care.  There  is  no  dental  clinic. 
There  is  no  dental  care  for 
children  in  kindergarten  and 
elementary  school. 

F.  There  are  problems  with 
drugs,  alcoholism  and  mental 
illness. 

Physical  Problems 

1)  Apartments  — All  the 
apartments  in  Shechunah  Bet 
are  smaller  than  70  sq.  meters 
(630  sq.  feet). 

2)  Lack  of  open  space  — 
There  is  a severe  lack  of  open 
space  in  Or  Yehuda.  The  open 
spaces  that  do  exist  are  not  in 
satisfactory  condition. 

3)  Condition  of  town  center 
— The  physical  appearance  of 
the  town  center  and  the  condi- 
tions of  the  buildings  are  very

Neglected  Blessings

There  is  an  expression  that  is  used  when  we  obtain 
something  easily:  “It's  like  Manna  from  Heaven  In 
the  Torah  we  read  that  God  fed  the  starving  Israelites  as 
they  trudged  through  the  barren  wilderness  of  Sinai, 
with  a white  substance  that  fell  like  dew  upon  the 
ground.  The  itinerant  Israelites  simply  had  to  gather  it. 
They  could  raise  no  crops  while  they  were  in  transit. 
They  may  have  built  Sukkas  in  which  to  dwell,  but  cer- 
tainly did  not  have  fruits  and  vegetables  to  use  in 
decoration.  And  since  dry  desert  climatic  conditions 
prevailed,  there  were  no  wild  berries  or  vegetables  to 

S3The  people  were  entirely  dependent  on  God  forth6 
Manna.  It  was  white  like  corriander  seed,  and  could  be 
made  into  various  kinds  of  breads  and  cakes. 

A Midrash  attributes  to  Manna  the  flavour  of  every 
conceivable  kind  of  food.  All  the  Israelites  had  to  do 
while  eating  it  was  to  wish  for  a certain  dish,  and  the 
Manna  would  acquire  that  very  taste.  Actually  it  was 
rather  bland,  but  surely  it  kept  the  people  healthy  and 
very  much  alive.  For  that  they  should  have  been  quite 
grateful.  . 

One  of  our  baser  qualities,  however,  is  that  human 
beings  are  never  satisfied.  So  the  people  murmured 
against  Moses:  “If  only  we  had  meat  to  eat!  They 
longed  for  foods  that  were  enjoyed  in  Egypt,  which 
were  lacking  in  the  wilderness.  Interestingly  only  the  ex- 
otic flavours  lingered  in  memory.  What  foods  were 
lacking  to  the  palate  that  were  available  m Egypt; 
Cucumbers,  melons,  leeks,  onions,  and  garlic  — food 
items  that  are  luxuries,  without  which  we  can  get  along 
just  fine.  And  for  this  they  were  actually  contemplating 
a return  to  enslavement? 

The  Israelites  who  yearned  for  putrid  meat  over  and 
beyond  the  plentiful  Manna  were  short  sighted  and  suf- 
fered for  yielding  to  their  unbridled  cravings.  Who  can  t 
live  without  leeks,  onions  and  garlic?  What  Chutzpah  to 
wield  in  assailing  the  free  falling  Manna,  the  staff  of 
life. 

The  problem  with  the  Israelites  was  that  they  were  not 
used  to  taking  responsibility  for  themselves.  Their  men- 
tality was  still  that  of  a band  of  slaves.  They  had  not  yet 
learned  to  live  in  freedom  and  to  reap  the  rewards  of 
their  own  effort.  “Gimee”  is  all  they  could  say.  Perhaps 
that  is  why  they  had  to  wander  for  forty  years  in  the 
wilderness.  Time  was  required  to  ripen  and  mature  and 
get  used  to  freedom  and  independence.  As  the  people 
persisted  in  their  clamor  for  flesh,  Moses  let  them  whet 
their  appetites  in  eating  diseased  meat,  a flock  of  quails 
that  seemed  to  drop  out  of  the  skies  into  the  Israelite 
camp.  As  a consequence  of  their  insatiable,  appetite,  . 
many  of  them  died. 

Were  it  not  for  this  wilderness  testing  period  there 
could  not  have  arisen  an  Israelite  nation  — a people 
fiercely  independent,  who,  with  God’s  help,  would  sum- 
mon up  their  own  resources  to  survive  for  thousands  of 
years.  God  provides  support  when  we  call  upon  Him, 
but  He  makes  us  search  ourselves  for  every  shred  of  self- 
assistance. 

When  Moses  asked  God:  “What  can  I do  about  this 
murmuring  people,  they  are  too  much  for  me?”  he  was 
advised  to  relieve  himself  of  some  of  the  responsibility 
and  let  others  share  in  decision-making. 

The  Sukkah  is  a visual  reminder  of  the  basic 
necessities  with  which  God  has  provided  us.  Tet  us  not 
take  for  granted  health,  sufficient  food  to  eat,  and  a de- 
cent and  safe  home  in  which  to  dwell.  The  grass  may  ap- 
pear to  be  greener  elsewhere,  but  we  should  not 
overlook  the  blessings  already  ours.

MENT TO  BE  DEBATED. 
Israel  exists...  Israel  is...  Israel 
is  one  of  the  most  creative 
places  in  the  world  today,  and 
much  of  the  money  for  that 
creation  comes  from  Israel 
Bonds.  Everywhere  you  go, 
there  is  architecture  in  the 
desert...  There  is  agriculture 
where  nothing  was  able  to 
grow...  There  is  scientific 
research  going  on  to  help' the 
entire  world.  Israel  is  truly  a 
miracle  and  everyone  who  has 
ever  bought  a Bond  or  will  buy 
a Bond  is  contributing  to  that 
miracle. 

Many  people  offer  excuses 
as  to  why  they  do  not  want  to 
buy  Bonds. 

(a)  They  don’t  like 
Menachem  Begin 

It  would  be  presumptuous 
to  me  to  be  an  appologist  for 
Begin,  and  impertinent  of  me 
to  take  on  the  task...  because 
my  children  were  not  at 
Maalot  or  Munich;  they  do 
not  sleep  in  a bomb  shelter  at 
Metullah  or  eventually  go  off 
to  war  with  a machine-gun  on 
their  hip.  1 don’t  feel  that  I 
have  a vote.  But  I can  tell  you 
that  I think  Israel  is  bigger  and 
more  important  than  the  per- 
sonality of  any  of  its  prime 
ministers...  and  that  long  after 
Begin  has  been  replaced  by 
other  prime  ministers,  Israel 
will  still  be  on  the  side  of  the 
Western  world.  We  will  never 
have  to  worry  about  arms  and 
technology  that  we  sell  to 
Israel  being  used  against  us. 
We  cannot  say  that  about  any 
other  country  in  the  Middle 
East. 

(b)  Internal  bickering 

I am  told  ‘They  are  always 
shouting  amongst  themselves, 
and  even  the  Israelis  don’t 
know  what  they  want  to  do.’ 
Perhaps  we  are  not  accustom- 
ed to  what  a real  democracy  is! 
Israel  is  a true  democracy.  I 
am  reminded  of  a reported 


conversation  between  Chaim 
Weizmann  and  America’s 
Harry  Truman.  Truman  sup- 
posedly agreed  that  although 
Weizmann  had  a difficult  job 
it  was  nothing  like  his...  ‘I  am, 
after  all,  the  president  of  two 
hundred  million  people,’  said 
Truman.  ‘That’s  true,  sir’ 
replied  Weizmann,  ‘but  I am 
the  president  of  six  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  presidents.’ 

(c)  Intransigence 
How  unfair  that  Israel  be 
accused  of  being  uncom- 
promising. The  only  thing 
Israel  is  intransigent  about  is 
peace.  They  want  peace.  I 
have  seen  what  has  happened 
in  Israel  to.  a people  living 
under  constant  tension  and 
threat  of  annihilation;  the 
creative  things  that  they  have 
been  able  to  do.  Imagine  what 
they  could  do  if  those 
beautiful  young  people  could 
be  allowed  to  fulfill  their 
human  potential  instead  of 
constantly  marching  off  to 
war.  They  are  intransigent 
about  peace,  but  not  peace  at 
ANY  price.  There  is  said  to  be 
a wonderful  peace  in  the 
grave.  This  is  not  the  peace  the 
Israelis  are  going  to  pay.  They 
will  not  sit  at  a bargaining 
table  to  negotiate  with  so- 
meone who  says  ‘My  goal  is  to 
destroy  you.’ 

So,  Begin,  the  divisions  in 
Israel  and  Intransigence  are 
not  sufficient  reasons  for  not 
buying  Israel  Bonds.  There  are 
far  more  creative  reasons  why 
you  should. 

ONE  is  because  the  projects 
Bonds  finance  are  so  im- 
aginative. Bonds  are  .NOT  us- 
ed for  defence  or  to  keep  a 
political  party  in  power.  They 
are  used  to  keep  the  country 
alive  and  vibrant...  as  evidenc- 
ed by  so  many  wonderful 
things  already  achieved. 

BONDS  are  also  a very  im- 
portant declaration  against 
anti-semitism,  the  sensitive 
subject  that  everyone  would 
prefer  to  ignore.  I don’t  want 
to  be  an  alarmist,  but  I also 
don’t  want  to  be  an  ostrich 
either.  Jews  who  live  in  North 
American  communities  can 
live  a life  in  which  they  are  not 
aware  of  anti-semitism,  even 
though  it  is  growing  and  is 
stronger  today  than  it  has  ever 
been. 

After  WW-II,  when 
newsreels  revealed  the  stories 


of  the  Holocaust,  it  was  un- 
fashionable to  be  anti-semitic. 
Now  PLO  propaganda,  the 
stand  of  the  United  Nations, 
political  and  economic  in- 
fluences as  well  as  the  growing 
popularity  of  revisionists  who 
are  trying  to  rewrite  history., 
make  it  fashionable  to  be  anti- 
semitic.  The  revisionists  are 
busy  convincing  people  that 
the  holocaust  never 
happened...  refer  to  the  alleg- 
ed holocaust  and  create  an  ele- 
ment of  doubt  that  must  not 
be  permitted  to  grow. 

Anti-semitism  IS  a fact... 
and  don’t  think  it  couldn’jt 
happen  here.  A few  years  ago, 
when  the  Arabs  were  boycot- 
ting firms  that  had  Israelis  on 
their  Boards  as  directors,  our 
government  put  a piece  of  pap- 
er in  the,  passports  of  people 
who  wanted  to  do  business 
with  the  Arabs,  stating  that 
they  were  non-Jews.  It 
shouldn’t  have  happened,  but 
it  did. 

If  anything  happened  to 
Israel...  that  wave  of  anti- 
semitism that  has  always  been 
throughout  the  world  would 
be  unleashed,  and  every  Jew, 
no  matter  how  assimilated, 
would  feel  it.  The  anti-semite 
does  not  care  if  you  do  not  go 
to  Temple;  he  does  not  care  if 
you  call  yourself  a Canadian- 
First;  he  doesn’t  care  if  you  eat 
bacon...  At  Entebbe,  when 
they  said,  ‘We  will  let  the  .non- 
Jews  go’...  they  did  not  free 
the  assimilated  Jews...  We  all 
have  a stake  in  Israel  that  what 
happened  will  never  happen 
again. 

I am  not  a Jew,  but  have  for 
.many  years  been  investing 
some  part  of  my  savings  every 
year  in  Israel  Bonds...  and  I 
am  doing  so  tonight.  I am  go- 
ing to  ask  you,  even  if  you 
have  already  bought  a Bond, 
to  make  it  a bigger  Bond.  You 
are  doing  it  for  yourself.  You 
are  buying  a Bond  because  you 
believe  in  justice...  because 
you  believe  what  is  happening 
in  Israel  and  want  to  en- 
courage it... because  you  want 
to  take  a stand  against  anti- 
semitism... and  because  you 
believe  that  Israel  has  the  right 
to  survive...  If  you  have  ever 
been  to  Israel,  you  will  know 
that  Israel  has  the  right  to  sur- 
vive. It  has  not  been  difficult 
for  me  to  be  a supporter  of 
Israel....”

In  October,  1980,  the  Men’s 
Lodges  and  Women’s 
Chapters  of  B’nai  B’rith  of 
Ottawa  held  their  first  Blood 
Donor  Clinic  in  the  Ottawa 
Jewish  Community.  As  an  in- 
itial effort,  collecting  approx- 
imately'^ pints  of  blood,  we 
can  say  it  was  successful. 
However,  in  temis  of  the 
potential  of  our  community, 
there  is  much  room  for  im- 
provement. 

Although  B’nai  B’rith  is 
organizing  the  clinic,  and  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  the 
majority  of  donors  last  year 
were  members  of  B’nai  B’rith, 
the  need  for  blood  in  Ottawa  is 
worthy  of  participation  by  all 
members  of  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity. 

While  we  continuously  res- 
pond to  monetary  solicitations 
to  meet  Jewish  needs  both  at 
home  and  in  Israel,  the  giving 
' of  our  blood  to  help  our  fellow 
man  is  an  opportunity  we  have 
overlooked.  1 am  sure  if,  G-d 
forbid,  Israel  were  desperately 
short  of  blood  for  whatever 
reason,  we  would  be  lining  up 
to  meet  the  need.  Since  we  all 
consider  ourselves  both  Jewish 
and  Canadian,  we  should  res- 
pond to  the  need  for  blood 
right  here  in  Ottawa  as  well. 

When  soliciting  support  for 
“non-Jewish”  organizations, 
we  often  respond  by  asking 
what  the  non-Jewish  com- 
munity gives  to  meet  our 
needs.  Well,  when  we  need  it, 
they  give  us  their  blood,  no 
questions  asked! 

The  B’nai  B’rith  Blood 
Drive  will  take  place  at  the 
Jewish  Community  Centre, 
151  Chapel  St.,  on  Monday, 
October  26,  from  12  noon  to 
7:30  p.m.  If  you  have  not 
given  blood  within  the  last  3 
months,  are  between  18  and  65 
and  healthy,  you  are  an  eligi- 
ble donor.  It  only  takes  15 
minutes,  and  we  guarantee  no 
waiting.
